Russians Seize 
Initiative on 
4 Key Fronts

Moscow, Aug. 20 —(/P)— The Red 


Army has taken Ihc initiative in 
baltlcs dcyqloping on four key cen- 
tral Russian fronts along the 400 
miles from Bryansk lo Lake II- 
men while holding doggedly before 
Stalingrad and in the Caucasus, 
battlcfronl dispatches reported to- 
day. 


Centers of Ihc Russian atlack 


were listed as the Bryansk front, 
210 miles southwest of Moscow; 
the salient 130 miles west of Mos- 
cow in the Vyazma area; the Ka- 
lunin-Rzhcv salient, 130 miles north 
west of the capital; and the Lake 
Ilmcn front south of Leningrad. 


(This was the first specific men- 


lion of Red Army offensives on 
these fronts in Russian dispatches, 
although German communiques for 
days have told of desperate 
re- 


sistance there by Nazi forces hurl- 
ed onto the defensive by strong 
Soviet attacks.) 


No complete details of the cen- 


tral campaigns were given, but Ihc 
Russians said they had taken a 
heavy loll of garrison forces lefl 
lo man Ihc central and northern 
baUlolinc while the Nazis massed 
their greatest strength 
for 
the 


Don bend and Caucasus offensive. 
"Great losses were suffered by 


the Germans on Ihe Bryansk, west- 
ern, 
Kalanin 
and 
northwestern 


fronts where the initiative in active 
military operations belongs lo our 
troops," said Red Star, the army 
newspaper. 


In the south, whore the Germans 


concentrated ever-reinforced troop 
and air strength, the Russians said 
somn Axis troops had 
forced 
a 


crossing in Ihe elbow of the Don 
in their drive upon Stalingrad, but 
were "completely wiped out" on 
the east bank. 


Taking advantage of the concen- 


tration of German forces in the 
South,-Russian troops\wcre report- 
ed holding the Initiative 
with 
a 


series of sharp assaults along a line 
of more than 400 miles from the 
Bryansk front to Lake Ilmcn. 


The Army newspaper Red 
Star 


said the invaders were suffering 
great losses*-in these operations, 
southwest, west and northwest of 
Moscow.

Allied Bombers 
Hit Jap Warships 
in Solomon Area 


—War in Pacific 


General MacArthur's Headquart- 
ers, Australia, Aug. 20 —(/P)— Al- 
lied bombers struck a new blow in 
support of United Stales Marines 
fighting to dislodge the Japanese 
from the Solomon islands by blast-; 
ing at enemy warships almost 400 
miles north of the balllc area yes' 
terday, General MacArthur's head- 
quarters announced today. 


The communique disclosing 
the 


attack also announced the loss of 
le 10,000-lon 
Australian 
cruisei; 


Canberra in the first stages of the 
Solomon islands battle while serv- 
ing with United Stales naval forces, 
under Ihe command of Vice Ad- 
miral Robert Lee Ghormley. 


Australian authorities listed cas- 


ualties about the Canberra —which 
carried 81G men — as 84 dead and 
109 wounded. Among the fatalities 
were the commander, Capt. Frank 
Gelling of Sydney, and Ensign J.W. 
Vance of Ihc United Slates Navy. 


The 
announcement concerning 


the aerial assault on Japanese 
naval units yesterday said merely 
that Allied heavy bonobers had at- 
tacked enemy warships near Faisi 
— a small island near Bouganville 
at the northern tip of the Solomons 
— wilh unknown results, and that 
all the raiders had returned safely 
despite heavy anti-aircraft fire. 


The 
announcement constituted 


the first official mention of opera- 
tions against Japanese naval units 
in the Solomon island area 
since 


Ihe battle in which the Canberra 
was lost almost two weeks ago. 


The Japanese fleet was reported 


lo have withdrawn northward after 
that engagement and there 
has 


been considerable unofficial specu- 
lation concerning ils whereabouts. 


In addition to the allack on the 


enemy na,val units. Allied bomjjers 
made a Ibw altitude raid yester.day 
on a-"Japanese-occupied town/ in 
Timor, far to the northwest of Aus- 
tralia, MacArthur's 
headquarters 


reported.

Aboard a motor launch of the 


Royal Navy reluming from off 
Dieppe, Aug. 19 —(Delayed) —(/P) 
I have just watched the RAF and 
the Royal Navy smash ihe Luft- 
waffe in the fiercest and m o s t 
dramatic air and sea battle of the 
war in the west. 


For seven hours in the blue skies 


over Dieppe and on (he glassy wat- 
ers of the channel, Briton and Ger- 
man, Airman and Seaman, fought 
for the lives of thousands of Amer- 
ican, Canadian and 
British sol- 


diers who scrambled ashore this 
morning lo storm the ancient port 
of Dieppe. 


The result was a decisive allied 
victory. 


Its 
full measure is not 91 air- 


craft shot down by Brilish pil- 
ots and gunners but a long line 
of landing craft full of weary but 
triumphant men now passing our 
ship. 


They are homeward bound be- 


cause of the magnificent job done 
by the little ships and great sea- 
men of the Royal Navy and the 
headlong assaults of pilots of the 
RAF's Spitfires, Mustangs 
and 
Hurricanes. 


This combination broke 
a Ger- 


man force of at least 500 aircraft 
seeking to blast the Commandos 
and infantry into submission and 
sink the armada of landing craft. 


Since dawn, when two 
Focke- 


Wulf 190's darted at us wilh ma- 
chineguns and cannon chattering, 
this tiny craft and every 
other 


ship have been bombed and strafed 
repeatedly and have blazed back 
at the enemy. 


Our motor launch, which 
is 


about 100 feet long, left 
south- 


ern port last night escorting tank 
landing craft. The moon was sink- 
ing 
toward the horizon as Eng- 


land dropped astern and Ihe ghost- 
like line of ships headed for France 
and the enemy. 


As it grew light we discovered 


scores of other 
ships-destroy- 


ers, motor gunboats, lighters, as- 
sault craft and chasseurs of 
the 


fighting French Navy all converg- 
ing on Dieppe. 


One 24-year-old 
sub-lieutenant 


whistled softly at the sight and 
said: 


"What's that line in Shakespeare 


about 'geltlemen of England 
now 


abed?' They ought to see this. It 
makes you proud." 


The first Commandos landed as 


we neared the French coast. 


RAF 
bombers 
had 
sneaked 


across the channel to hammer Ger- 
man gun positions. Ahead anti-air- 
craft fire spurted in fountains of red 
tracer bullets. 


Across the water we heard the 


rumblling crump, crump of 
big 
bombs. 


"The well-dressed man will wear 


a tin hat from this point," the sub- 
lieutenant said. 


As the light brightened we saw 


six Spitfires flying high overhead. 
We were still admiring them when 
there was a roar of planes to port 
and two Focke-Wulfs attacked our 
convoy. 


They swept over us with every 


gun firing, 
and 
ours answering 


theirs. 
One climar/mFlshrdlushh 
rage, a second wavered and slid 
into the sea. 


"Let's go and sec the fun," said 


Hie captain after Ihe tank trans- 
ports had run in lo landings." 


We steamed through Ihe smoke 


and in the early sunlight saw the 
burning houses of Diopp'c and heard 
the rattle of rifle fire and the chat- 
ter of machineguns. 


Shells from the four-inch guns of 


British destroyers began to whistle 
overhead. 


Watching through field 
glasses 


you could see them smash into a 
row of hotels, once 
sacred lo 


honeymooning Britons, along one 
side of Dieppe's main boulevard. 


Slowly t h e 
Brilish 
gunners 


brought Ihe hotels down around 
the ears of the German machine 
gunners and riflemen they shelter- 
ed. As the buildings disintegrated 
under the shelling you could see 
allied troops moving forward, run- 
ning and pausing to fire.

Brazil Begins 
Spy Roundup 


Rio De Janeiro, Aug. 20 —(/P)— 


All Germans except diplomats who 
had embarked on the 
exchange 


ships Bage and Cuyaba were 
or- 


dered, held as hostages, .today by 
President Getulio Vargas shortly 
after Ihe sinking of the sixlh Brazil- 
ian ship in recent days was 
an- 
nounced. 


The ships already 
were 
filled 


with German Nationals, ready to 
sail for Lisbon in exchange for Bra- 
zilian Nationals. The voyages had 
been postponed earlier in Ihe week 
when a crisis arose over Ihe sink- 
ing of five Brazilian ships by Axis 
submarines, claiming Ihe lives of 
perhaps 600 persons including Bra- 
zilian troops. 


The sixth 
U-boat victim, 
an- 


nounced today, was 
the 
coastal 
steamer Jacy. 


An official slalement said Presi- 


dent Vargas had decided that the 
"departure of Germans who had 
exercised any diplomalic functions 
here should be permitted; others 
must remain as hostages for our 
countrymen held at Compeigne." 


(The Germans have a concentra- 


tion camp at 
Compeigcnc, 
near 


Paris, for interned Brazilians and 
other Americans arrested in occu- 
pied France.) 


It was sent lo Ihe bottom.a few 


miles off the northeast coast after 
all aboard were ordered off in life- 
boats. 


One high official of Ihe govern- 


ment navigation line declared today 
that the sinkings, which brought 
Brazil into undeclared conflict wilh 
Ihe Axis, were Ihe result of "braz- 
en operation of Nazi spies who in- 
formed on planned 
troop 
move- 
ments." 


While Brazilian authorities indi- 


cated this nation's intention of bat- 
tling Axis aggression but refrain- 
ing from an outright declaration 
of war, a general roundup of spy 
suspects was pressed 
in 
coastal 


cities.

20—(^—Select- 
ive Service registrants rated as 
having minor physical defects offi- 
cially became eligible for military 
service today with elimination of 
the 1-B classification. 


The Selective Service system an- 


nounced abolishment of the "lim- 
ited service" class yesterday al- 
though Ihe army, nearing exhaus- 
uon of the pool of 1-A registrants, 
recently called for induction of men 
in the 1-B group. 


Consequently, Selective Service 


said, reclassification of men in this 
group will begin Sept. 1 and will 
be completed Jan, 1. They will be 
rated as 1-A, the group free of 
any known physical defect, or be 
placed in Class 4-F, comprising 
Ihose lolally unfit for service. 


Local boards were cautioned that 


while physical deficiencies consli- 
tuled Ihe only basis for the origi- 
nal 1-B classification, Ihe status of 
the registrants may have changed 
and possible deferment for depend- 
ency, family relationship or occu- 
pation should be considered.

U. S. Pilots 
Hit Targets

Forces in Britain, Aug. 20 —(#•)— 
While Flying 
Fortresses 
of 
the 


United States Army were knocking 
out the largest German fighter field 
in the Dieppe area yesterday, Unit- 
ed States fighter pilots scored three 
probable victories in one of 
th,e 
war's biggest air shows. 


Altogether the Allies made 2,500 


sorties from dawn to dusk yester- 
day. (In aviation terms, a sortie is 
one fight by one plane. ) 


The American fighter pilots came 


home with sore necks and exper- 
ience crowded into one day which 
might have taken weeks of nori- 
combattant training to match. They 
made four trips across the channel, 
spending more than six hours in the 
air, much of that lime in combat. 


Veleran RAF fliers were full of 


praise 
for the behavior 
of 
the 


American pilots under fire in a bat- 
tle which the British agreed "far 
exceeded any show put on in this 
war by the fighter command, even 
including the dark days in the bat- 
tle of Britain." 


Captain Frank Hill, 23, of Hills- 


dale, N. J., shot down a Focke- 
Wulf 190, Germany's fast new fight- 
er, for the first American fighter 
victory of the war but did not see 
it crash and so claimed only a 
"probable" The 
names 
of 
the 


other two pilots claiming 
"prob- 


ables" were not immediately avail- 
able. 


One of the outstanding feats of 


the entire Dieppe air 
operations 


was the Fortress attack on the key 
German airfield at Abbeville, 38 
miles from Dieppe. A British pilot 
who flew in one of the escorting 
Spitfires described the assault as 
"simply incredible."

the 


scene of yesterday's battle. 


Rough civilian estimates placed 


the number of Allied raiders at 
about 10,000 mostly 
Canadians, 


landed in 300 to 400 small boats 
and tank scows on the 
fortified 


beaches while 13 British warships 
hurled shells into the G e r m a n 
coastal defenses. 


French nurses and firemen dealt 


with casualties and damage while 
the battle raged, said the reports 
reaching here. 


The landing boats cajne in a huge 


wave along some 12 1-2 miles oi 
the coast. Beaching parties 
of 


Canadians, American Rangers, . 
Gaulle French and British fought 
through barbed wire t^tanglements 
and exploded land mines on shore 
and drove the Germans back into 
the low part of Dieppe some dis- 
tance away, the reports 
con- 
tinued. 


Ihe raiders forced an 
entry 


into the city and occupied part of 
the lower quarter while the tanks, 
held back by 
anti-tank brariers 


which, there was no time to des- 
troy, aided by pouring cannon fire 
into the German ranks. 


The city's population was report- 


ed calm and orderly while 
the 


raiders and the Germans fought in 
the streets. 


No expert opinion was available, 


but Dieppe citizens estimated the 
invading force at about 10,000 men 
and said perhaps twice that num- 
ber were ready for action in larg- 
er transports off shore. (This last 
follows the German line, the Nazis 
having claimed, that they drove oft 
a number of transports before the 
troops were landed.) 


These transports made as if to
